whom were present on the day of my visit. There were two 
pupils sick in bed under the doctor's care, but the general 
health amongst the others appeared to be very good, and 
they presented a clean and well nourished appearance. The 
pupilage is divided into three classes - senior, 
intermediate, and junior. There are three Sisters who act 
as teachers. Sister St. Wilfred, in charge of the senior 
room, has a first class Alberta certificate. Sister 
Stebbing, intermediate classroom, and Sister St. Delmas, 
in charge of the junior classroom, each have Quebec 
certificates. The staff appear to be quite efficient. 

The girle are given training in cooking, 
sewing, knitting, and laundry wrk, and, during the 
summer months, in the milking of cows. The boys assist 
on the farm and in the care of the stock. They are 
given ample meals of wholesome nourishing food, including 
soup, meat, eggs, potatoes, bread, butter, puddings, tea, 
and milk. The diet is varied. 

I found the school building very olean 
and tidy throughout. This is a comparatively new building, 
but the work on the building was not performed ina 
satisfactory way. The plaster is cracked, and has fallen 
off in many places, and the paint on the outside of the 
building has peeled off to the boards. The lighting, 
heating, and Plumbing appears to be satisfactory. The 
fire hose and equipment in the interior of the building 
is in good shape. & large 20 horse power Fairbanks-Morse 
engine, together with a force pump, is installed ina 
separate building for fire Protection, but this unit 


cannot be used as there is no belt tightener provided,

and when they start the engine they cannot keep the belt 

on the pulleys. A belt tightener with a pulley with a 20" 
face, together with a shiit lever, should be provided in 

order to make this unit wrkable. There is ample hose 

provided in connection with this plant, but it is absolutely 

useless, for the purpose for which it was provided, in its 

present condition. 

There is also need for a small storage 
cellar in the building to enable them to keep milk and 
food stuffs. There was no room provided for this purpose. 
It could be easily added to the west side of the kitchen. 

If burlap were provided in the hallways and 
stairways, it would be 4 great protection to the plaster in 
this building, which appears to be of a poor quality and 
easily knocked off. 

The farm at this school ig in charge of a 
practical farmer and so far has been very satisfactory. 
They heve 170 acres under cultivation. last year they 
raised 4,400 bus. of grain, 2,190 of which was wheat. They 
had 1,375 bus. of potatoes and a large quantity of other 
roots and vegetables sufficient for their requirements. They 
also grew 45 tons of sunflowers. 

There are 10 cows milking, and 2 to freshen, 
and they already have 8 calves this spring. These animals 
@re all Ayrshires. They have 62 pigs and about 80 hens. 
Their henhouse is rather small for the requirements of an 
institution of thie size, and it should have at least 
another section added. 

It was noted that a new ice house has been 


built since my last visit. It was also noted that a brick

INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL (CON 
chimney has been built from the laundry, which adds a great 
measure of safety and convenience. 

The work at this school appears to be 
progressing in a very satisfactory way. The Rev. Father 
Portier is in charge as Principal. He appears to be a good 
business man, and is taking a keen interest in the welfare 
of the school. He is assisted by Mr. Balduc as Parmer, 
and Mr. Chartier as engineer. The interior work is 
performed by thirteen Sisters including the Superior, 

Rev. Sister St. Ferdinand, who has had many years 


experience in managing Indian schools.

Mr. Inspector Murison, in a report on his 
recent inspection of the Onion Lake R. C. Indian 
Residential School, states that the 20 H. P. Pairbanks- 
Morse ine, used for fire protection, is in an 
umvorkable condition. He states that a belt tightener 
with a pulley with 20 inch face, together with a shift 
lever, should be provided in order to make this unit 
workable. I have therefore to request that you will 
take this matter up with the school authorities at 
once and arrange with them to install the necessary 
equipment to place the unit in a workable condition. 
This should be provided by the school suthorities 
themselves. The Inspector states that, while ample 
hose has been supplied in connection with the fire 
protection, it is absolutely useless for the purpose 
at present, until the engine has been placed in 
good condition. 


The Inspector further draws attention to 
the condition of the plaster whieh, he states, has 
eracked and fallen off in many places. I shall be 
pleased to have a report from you regarding this 
matter, as well as any recommendation with reference 
to the necessity of repairs being carried out at the 
present time. If you recommend that any work be done 
in connection with the plastering, please state in 
what parts of the building it is required and the 
approximate cost.

I have the honour to report with respect to 
the lighting plant at the Onion Lake Roman Catholic 
Indian Residential School. 

The school could obtain lights only whilst 
the engine was running, and reported to me to this 
effect. I had Mr. BE. Rotherham, local electrician, 
look over the plant, and he reported that the 
batteries were used up; that many of them had broken 
pilates and that all were defective. The Reverend 
Father Portier, the principal, wanted immediate 
action, and, as, at the time of our conversation, he 
was just leaving for Lloydminster, I advised him to 
speak to the Indian Commissioner over the telephone. 
He demurred at doing this and told me he would 
rather telegraph, and asked me to draft a telegram 
for him, which I did. On one or two occasions 
since then I have asked Father Portier if he had 
yet received any word of new batteries being supplied; 
and on the last occasion, yesterday, he told me that 
he had ordered a new set from Edmonton, and that 
they would be installed in about two weeks time. 
The Reverend Principal also asked me to write the 
Department requesting it to bear the cost of this 
installation, and this I am pleased to do, as it 
was really imperative to have these batteries replaced.

vice, but ali we could do was in vain, end progressive- 
ly it came so bad that we heave not any light and eny 
water pression unless we keep the engine running e11 the 
time, the batteries are completely gone for and have to 
be replaced. Mr. furner, the Indian Agent, came to veri- 
fy the bad predicament in which we are, and admitted 
that we could not go on any longer that wag, und decided 
we hac to notify Mr. Grehem et Regina and to make an 
appeal to hin; Mr. Turner himself wrote this telegraphic 
message : “Storage batteries absolutely used up at the 
R. C. Res. School; can obtain light only whilst engine 
running. Many of the #I&I##% jare have broken pletes. 
Kindly arrange for betteries to be replsced ." The mes- 
sage was sent, but we did not wet any anawer, and in the 
imponsiblity of waiting any more, taking the advice of 
Mr. Turner and with his aporobation I thought it was my 
duty to go ahead and to buy new batteries. I am just co- 
ming back from Edmonton where I made the deal, and I am 
especting these batteries to be soon inatalled. 

Well that's what I heve done, the necessity was patent 
and pressing, I had no time to communicate with you and to

special help in order to pay the bill. The amount of ex- 
penditure will go uy to $700.09. To have 54 batteries with 
good materiel and a guaraentie I could not manage for less 
than thie amount, but if it ie left to us, it will be 
too heavy to shoulder, snecially that this fall we have 
been obliged to make the acquisition of a new truck.

Advertisement calling for tenders for above School stipulated Onion Lake 
RB. C. School in Saskatchewan. 


Plans and specifications also stipulated Onion Lake School. 


Specificat ions instructed bidders to communicate with lang Turner, 
Indian Agent at Onion Lake for all information relating to site. 


Contract specified above building was to be erected and completed at 
Onion Lake, Sask. My tender was based on the above information thet the 
building would be erected at Onion Lake. 


For reasons of which I had no control, this building was not erected 
at Onion Lake, but was built eight miles from the town, which resulted in 
higher costs as conditions were much different from those outlined in 
Lang Turner's letter to me. 


Examples 

Boarding camps and outbuildings had to be built. lamber and supplies 
had to be teamed eight miles from the town. Gravel had to be lecated and 
hauled four miles. veter had to be hauled three-quarters of a mile and 
up an incline of ap proximately 500 Keot. fhe site was four miles off the 
main road and could only be reached by trawersing private property. 


I will enclose Mr. Turner's letter tomes It coincides in detail 
with the original site at Onion Lake, ami not one syllable in it suggests 
an alternative site. 


Due notice of extra costs was furnished the Department and Mr. Murphy 
suggested an arbitration in his office in the Langevin Bldg., but after 
accepting it he has failed to act. :

St. ANTHONY'S R.C. RESIDEVTIAL SCHOOL 
hte SV UUOL 


I visited this school in'the forenoon of O¢tober 
20th. It is under the management of the Roman Catholic Church. 
The staff consists of the Reverend Father Portier, as Principal, 
Mr. L. Oullette, as Farmer, and Cc. Chartier, Engineer. ‘there 
are also twelve Sisters of charity, including three teachers, 


the Superior, cook, laundress, seamstrees, and their necessary 


helpers. ‘he school is well managed and I have always found 


it in @ very creditable condition. ‘he Provincial School 
Inspector speaks very favorable with regard to the results 


- obtained in the - 
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obtained in the classroom work. 

There are two stand pipes running from the 
basement to the top of the building connected with the pressure 
tanks for fire protection. Adequate hose are provided on each 
floor attached to the stand pipes. There are also fire ex- 
tinguishers placed in easily accessible positions on each floor. 
Outside fire escapes are also provided which are easy of 
access. I examined the fire fighting equipment and found it 
all in good working order. In addition to the provision made 
for fighting fire in the interior of the building, there is a 
separate unit installed about fifty feet from the building, 
which includes a 25 H.P. Fairbanks-Morse engine and & pump with 
a capacity of 250 gallons per minute. Five hundred feet of 
hose are provided for this unit, so they are well equipped in 
this connection. ‘the children receive frequent training in 
fire drill. I have seen the building evacuated in two minutes 
from the time the fire alarm sounded. 

the paint on the exterior of the building has 
pretty well all peeled off, particulerly on the West and North 
sides. Apperently this building was painted at the wrong 
season of the year, either that or an inferior quality of paint 
was used as it has been unsatisfactory from the beginning. I 
noticed that the plaster on the walls in the stairways was 
badly scaled and broken in places. Where there are so many 
children climbing these stairs several times daily it would 
appear necessary to have the plester walls protected with 
burlap. ‘this has never been done. 

There are 640 acres of land set aside for the 
school. It is all fenced in with a four strand barbed wire 
fence strung on cedar posts. ‘the crop consisted of 35 acres 
wheat which yielded onethousand bushels, 45 acres of oats 


yielded 1900 bushels, 15 acres of rye and 50 acres of green 


feed. rorty-five acres of summer-fallow were prepared this 


- summer - 
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summer. ‘hey have a large garden which provided for their 
requirements. ‘they took up 400 bushels of potatoes, although 
the garden was not as good as usual. 

fhe live stock at the school consists of 46 
cattle, 80 hogs, about 150 poultry, and 7 work horses. ‘hey 
milk 13 cows regularily. The cattle are grade Ayrshires. 
Yhey are not a very good class of cattle in my opinion and I 
think the Prineipal would be well advised to dispose of them 
and get a good quality of Shorthorn or Holstein. Our exper- 
fence has been that they give a larger flow of milk and are 
more profitable to raise. 

1 found the out-buildings in a good state 


repair and the premises clean and tidy.

The price charged for hauling lumber from Onion Lake 
ce 53-00 per thousand, and the amount of lumber they received 
irom Onion Lake was approximately 35000 feet but the balance 
of the 125000 reet of lumber nameiy about 90000 feet they saved 
money on the hauiing as the new school is about seven miles 
closer to the Railway than the old school site, and the above 
applies to the Camp Supplies. 


Referring to the change of Site they never mentioned 
anything to me about it tili about the time the contract should 
have been completed and in talking with the Agent, Mr. Turner 
at Onion Lake and also the authorities at the St. Anthonies 
School they told me that they had never considered having the 
school erected at the old site in Onion Lake. 


There are some conditions that existed in the handling 
of the work in connection with the erection of the school which 
was anything but good management, and I feel sorry for Mr. 

Brown as any loss which has occurred through the way the work 
was handled wiii have to ve borne by him, but of course it was 
his own fault as he shouid have knownthe man he was sending 
there to handle the work. 


I hope that the above explanation may be of assistance 
to you in deciding re the claim referred to, and in reference

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of 
your 115-8-5, of the 14th instant, with reference 
to the engines at the R. C. Indian Residential 
School. The 15 H. P. engine in use at present in 
the school building is defective. It needs over- 
hauling, and certain portions have to be sent t 
the factory for adjustment. 

The 25 H. P. engine which was installed 
in a small detached building was intended for fire 
protection but it is too slow in starting to be 
of any use for the purpose. The time required to 
get it into action is at least 350 minutes. It 
was suggested to the Deputy Superintendent General 
and Inspector Murison during their inspection of 
the school, that it be traded in for a 20 H. P. 
gasoline engine which could be brought into 
immediate action in the event of fire. It was also 
suggested that a lean-to addition be made to the 
engine room of the main building for the install- 
ation of proposed gas engine where it could als 
be used as an auxillary if and when required. I am 
told that the present engine is being run at full 
capacity to supply the requirements of the school. 
A 20 H. P. engine would probably have a little 
reserve, which would be all to the good, and would 
last much longer, with less cost, than one that 
was doing the limit at all times. 

The estimated cost for material for 
building would be $700.00, additional labour

As there have been too many novices connected with 
the 014 engine, I am making arrangements with the Fairbanks- 
Worse Company to send a competent man to install the 25 H.P. 
engine properly. 


I may say that the reason given by the Engineer 
for not installing the first proposed hook up with the fire engine 
was that the building in which it is installed is only 4 shell 
and it would be impossible to keep it warm enough in the 
extremely cold weather to prevent the cooling system from freezing 
up, and it has been impossible to operate this engine in winter 
for that reason. 


Regarding the proposed trade in of the 25 H.P. 
engine on & 15 H.P., I found that I could get very little allowance 
for the larger engine although it has never been used. The reason 
being that so many villeges and small towns find that they can 
purchase current from the latge Power Companies cheaper than they 
can generate it themselves and there is no demand for that type 
of engine. In fact they can be purchased for a fraction of their 
value. 


I trust that the Department will approve of the 
action I have taken. J have had in view providing an adequate 
unit to provide the requirements at the least possible cost.

March 25th addressed to yourself by the keverend Wather J. 2. 
Pratt, Principal of the Onion Lake Roman Catholic Kesidential 
Sehool, in which he reports in connection with their pnower uni t, 
water supply, and hot water tank. 


I miy advise you that when | visited the school 
in January the weather was extremely cold. ‘he Keverend father 
did not at that time bring to my attention or make any complaint 
regarding the water supply itself or the condition at the snring. 
The serious problem at that time was obtaining power to operate 
their pumping unit and electric lighting plant. this was arranged 
for by moving the 25 H.P. engine which was provided to operate a 
pump in an outside building for fire protection and which could 
not be used. ‘the 25 H.P. enrine was placed in the school and is 
giving excellent satisfaction. the 15 H.P. engine reouires very 
extensive repairs. ‘he work of repairing this engine was held in 
gebeyance until the other unit was installed.

In this connection I have to say that the Depart- 
ment ie awaiting the report of Mr. Agent Hill. He was 
requested to consult the Principal and inform the Department 
what he and the Principal advised be done. We are expecting 
Mre Hillte report at an early date, when the matter wiil be 
given favourable consideration and authority granted to 
carry out the work. I think you may feel assured that thie 
work will be performed during the present summer. 


The Department was not successful in obtaining 
any funds under the Public Works Construction Act for the 
erection of new buildinge and carrying out repairs to 
existing buildings. Parliament has recently approved of 
a further expenditure of thirty million dollars, but, as 
I have said, our Department was not allowed any of it.

No doubt, Mr. Murison would 
arrange to make the purchase in Regina. I enclose an encumb- 
rance certificate, authorising an expenditure to the amount 
of $750 in the purchase of the emine and pump. Please ob- 
tain itemized accounts, in triplicate, covering the cost, 
which you should attach to proper voucher forms, certify in 
the usual manner and forward for payment.

You should purchase any materiale required, from 
firme on the approved list, ami you should see that a 
satisfactory job is completed in the raising of the found- 
ation. I enclose encumbrance certificate, amithorizing an 
expenditure of $240 for the purpose. Please obtain an 
itemized account, in triplicate, covering the cost, and 
also forward accounte, in triplicete, for the outside 
labour employed. You should state definitely the number 
of daye or hours each employee was engaced end the rate 
paid. You should attach these accounts, for material 
and lebour, to proper voucher forme, certify in the usual 
manner and forward for payment.

The above authorized expenditures, to the 
amount of $1,500.00, make up the full amount that is 
available for this school, and, should the expenses run 
over that anount, the school authorities will have to pay 
seme from their per capita allowance or other receipts.

He was requested, also, to arrange 
for the purchase of two lengths - 1 ft. each - of fire hose. 
He was requested, further, to purchase a new hot water boiler 
and to arrange for the raising of the foundation of the 
building in which the engine and pump are installed. It was 
estimated that the above authorized supplies and work would 
cost, approximately, $1,500. Wo doubt, Dr. Hill will consult 
you in connection with the matter. 


Regarding that portion of your letter of the 12th 
instant in which you request that a grant be provided towards 
the salary of a night watchman for at least six months, I 
would say that a grant, to the amount of $40 per month, is 
allowed towards the salary of a night watchman at your school, 


from October 15th to April 15th - a period of six months in 
each year.

The tank that supplies the Het Vater for the school started te leak on 
February the 24th 1925. This leak has heen repaired in a temporary ranner, 
and the het water supply has been maintained up to the present. 

The cause of the leak is due to corrosion of the metal 
by the alkali in the water. on examination, the tank shows evidence of 
having several weak Places along the lower portion where the water lies, 
and it is certain that it will not last much longer,also that it would 
be more eestly te keep in repair than it would to install a new tank .

This was qquiped with a 25 H.P. Fairbanks Morse Engine and a 6" Rotary Gear 
Pump which was capable of emptying the reservoir in about balf an hour,after 
which the water supply was finished. This plant was centained in a pump house 
built partly ever the reservoir and with no concrete foundation, consequently 
all the supface water from reund about is drained into the reservoir md as 
this water is used fer drinking and is the only supply the result is far 
from satisfactory. 
The 25 H.P.ingine has been removed and taken to replace the 

18 H.P. Engine to drive the Generator fer the lighting supply and also the 
Laundry machinery,the 15 H.P,. Engine that was used for this purpose heing in 
sueh a condition that it would cost mere to recondition it than it is worth. 

The Retary Gear Fire Purp has a 6" suction Pipe and ere 2" Fire 


Hese is taken of the discharge side the remainder of the discharge is re. 


turned to the reservoir through a 6" eye pass pipe so thet ut per cent of 


the energy taken te drive this pump is wasted in the 6" eye pass pipe. 

We suggest that this pump be disposed of and in its place there 
should be installed a pump of similar pattern as is used in the pump house 
at the spring: so a 2000 gallen per pump with « 2h" fire house discharge 
driven by a 6"H.P. Engine of Fairbanks Norse Z Type. The advantage of this 
is that the Engine can be started up at a moment's netice in cold weat her: 
the cooling water hopper would be empty and no fear of the Engine or purn 
freezing both being drained. All that would he necessary to start up would 
be te run ever with a pail of hot water,povr it in the Engine Hopper and 
start up whieh could be done in one minute: previously it took at least 36 
minutes to start up the 25 H.P. Engine for the Fire Pump.

The equip- 
ment under his care is being kept in good working order and its 
appearance indicates thet it is receiving proper attention. 

Farm: The farm crop this year at the school consisted of 

30 acres of wheat, 60 acres of cats, 25 acres of barley, and 20 acre 
of green feed. They threshed 425 bus. of wheat, 2650 bus. of oats, 
900 bus. of barley, and harvested 400 bus. of potatoes as well as 
some garden produce. The quality of the grain was effected by early 
frosts. 

The live stock consists of 10 work horses, 3 colts, 
20 milk cows, 50 other cattle, 120 pigs, and 140 poultry. Mfhree 
hundred tons of hay have been put up for the farm stock.

We regret to inform you that we mve received a complaint from 
\the Principal of the 2.C. Indian Sehool at Onion lake in regard to the trouble 
they had with their batteries gain. 

He ms sent us two of the jars, and unén examining same, we find 
that the positive plates are worn out. This does not Surprise us, a8 we are aware 
of the fact that the present lighting plant installation at that school is exacting 
too mush from any set of batteries. 

As already explained to Dr. Hill and Father Pratt, the charging 
System is not the proper one to Give fair treatment to a set of storage batteries, 

First, the facet of charging those batteries in two banke is very 
obdsolete,especially with the lead tht they have to carry in this case. ‘the 
result of the above conditions is that when the generator is running, they are 
liable to be oversharged, and when the engine is not ronning, the lead is too heavy. 

As you are aware, a set of storage batteries are only able to give 
80 many eycles, and when those cycles have taken place, they have done their duty 
and no one @an expect more from them. In the present @ase, the cycle capacity 
is between four hmndred and four hundred and fifty. 

We might recall that when we installed the first set in 1932, we 
mentioned at the time that, had we known the tyvee of installation existing at 
that sehool, we would never have agreed to give the usual guarantee. However, 
the batteries were there and such an attitude on our vart might have been taken 
as if we wanted to dodge our responsibility as a reliable firm., This we refuded 
to do, and it turned out to be exvensive for us. 

It is not our intention to dietate to the Department what to do 
or not to do. We simply want to mke our position clear and emphasize the fact 
that it is impossible and useless as well to Garry on replacing those batterics, 
oven under our adjustment basis guarantee, with the present system exi sting. 


Trying to do this, we consider would be unfair, both to us and 
the Departnent.

I am in receipt of your 115-8-5, of the 4th instant, 
with/f/reference to the batteries for use in connection 

the lighting plant at the “nion Lake R. ©. Indian 
Residential School, and in reply. 

the school supply of ter is procured from a lake, 
ay oximately 500 yards distant. At this point there is 
an installation, engine and pump, which forces the water 
up a steep hill into a large reservoir located about 
thirty feet from the main building. This reservoir 
supplies the water tanks in the school by means of a 
small electric motor which works automatically. This is 
the only use that has been ade of the batteries, apart 
from lighting the buildings, and apparently it was the 
intention when the building was constructed, as it is 
part of the original installation. 

However, I conveyed the Department's instructions 
to the Principal and the engineer, and both agreed to 
comply, but it will mean the running of the <5 H.P. 
engine twice daily to keep sufficient water in the 
storage tanks. This in turn is hard on the engine and 
expensive to the school, eg-, it took 793 gallons of crude 
oil to operate the plant in December. My knowledge of 
batteries is very limited but from the information I 
have been able to gather, together with some comments in 
Blais Brother's letter, it would appear that the original 
installation, which is known as the two bank and double 

itch board system, is not the most suitable. Blais 
rothers claim that it is very obsolete, due, 4 believe, 
that there is faulty distribution in the cells. The 
fact remains that two sets of batteries have been comple- 
tely used up since 195: in this school, and they are 
“actically without electric light. The secondary 
tem, lamps, is being artially used. The Principal 
ts plates and material to repair the batteries, 
be purchased for $160.00 from Blais Brothers, 
Bdmonton. His electrician is quite capable to carry out 
the repairs. I regret that i do not know sufficient 
‘bout batteries and lighting systems to make a definite 
recommendation. ‘The Principal's request if conceded 
will restore the batteries for a time, but it may 
probably be more economical to instal a more modern system 
that would give less trouble and some degree of satis- 
faction. The present batteries consist of 56 cells.

Our funds for the current fiscal 
ear are practically assigned, and the above expenditure 
6 all we will be able to provide in supplying the 
materials and making the repairs to the present lighting 
system. You should make immediate arrangements to obtain 
the plates and material, and you may make the purchase 
from Blais Brothers, Edmonton. Please obtain an itemized 
account, in triplicate, covering the cost, which you 
should attach to proper voucher forms, certify in the 
usual mamer end forward for payment. The account should 
reach the Department not later than March 3let, next, at 
which time our books for the current fiscal year will 
close. 


I may add that there are no funds provided in 
our Estimates for the coming fiscal year to supply new 
batteries for this school, and, should a real emergency 
develop, the Department would have difficulty in obtaining 
funds to supply a new set. The Principal should under 
etand that no attachments, other than the lighting systen, 
are to be operated on the present batteries.

I wish to thank you for your letter of Feb 20th in which 
you advise that certain monies will be set aside for the painting 
of the School, and in which you ask me to send you an estimate of 
the amount of work required at the end of April. 

Before going into this estimate, I

Government is prepared to go in redecorating the interior of the

Pratt, O.M.I., Principal of the Onion Lake R. C. Indian 
Residential School, has written the Department, requesting to 
be advised what amount is available for painting the interior of 
the school. He writes, in part, as follows:- 


"The work required constitutes redecorating all the 
walls and ceilings, which would include putting some 
burlap or wood wainscotting in the Chapel, owing to the 
plaster being partially destroyed by water leaking through 
the walle. The cement floor in the basement is also in 
very bad shape, it being cracked and split in several 
directions, and then all the floors need staining and 
painting. The most necessary things are the Chapel and the 
cement floor in the basement and the other floors in the 
order named." 


You may inform Father Pratt that his letter has been 
received and that, in our appropriation for the fiscal year 
1936-37, there is available an amount of, approximately, $600 for 
the interior painting and $300 for general repairs. Please 
interview the Principal and forward to the Department a detailed 
statement of the manner in which you recommend the smount evailabdle 
should be expended. You should give an estimate of the approximate 
cost of material and the labour. You should, also, state what 
tradesmen will be required. When this information is received, the 
Department will decide where the material is to be secured and what 
labour should be employed. The work, of course, should not proceed 

q until you receive definite instructions from us.

The "Brother" I 
have at the School and who is a qualified engeneer, is repairing 
the batteries free of charge and seens to think that, with these 
repairs, the batteries should be in shape to carry us through the 
School Year. 

I understand from Dr. J.T. Hill, the Indian Agent, that he 
recommended that the system be changed if possible before next 
winter and be brought up to date as he realizes that if this is 
not done there will never be 100% satisfaction and will always be 
more expensive to keep up as brand new batteries have never, at any 
time, lasted more than 2g years 

From your letter I gather that you have a 
certain misunderstanding in reference to this system, as you seem 
to think that the storage batteries are being used for other 
purposes than for which they were intended when installed. I would 
like to explain, in reference to this, that the system has never 
been changed since it was installed, the hook-up for water,etc.. 
being exactly the same as when it was new. In reference to pum- 
ping the water, which you seem to think causes this damage, I would 
like to point out that the waterZ is originally pumped from the 
spring into a storage tank by a 6 H.P gas engine, and is pumped 
from the storage tank into the basement tanks by an electric mo- 
tor which starts and stops automatically. This pee by the elec- 
tric motor takes place three times perday, worning , noon, and 
night evening. In the morning and in thé evenine is motor is 
run when the generator is running and takes the current direct 
from the generator, and it is only for about half an hour in the 
middle of the day that it draws from the storage batteries and at 
that time it only draws approximately I0 amps. for the half hour 
it runs, so you will see that the charge or suggestion made that 
the batteries are being used to pump the water for the School 
thereby causing too large a drain om them, is not correct, 

I wish also to assure you that, in addition to there 
being no change made, ewery care is being taken by a qualified 
man to do everything possible to save ane ssive draw on the po- 
wer of the batteries, I felt, in view of certain remarks 
in your letter, thatit would be as well to explain this matter to 
you, Again thanking you for your ry ee and past 
favor .

I have the mour to report the following incident 
in connection with the R. C. Indian Residential School. 
On the 12th instant smoke, which could not be accounted 
for, was discovered in a hall in the basement. After 
considerable investigating it was finally located in 
the interior of the wall, a small portion of which was 
removed and a fire extinguished. A defective wire 
connecting the fire alarm bell with the electric 
system had ignited the lath upon which it was resting. 
The repair should be made at once as it is important 
the fire alarm system be intact at all times, but in 
order to do this in its present location 2 am told 
that a considerable portion of the wall would have to 
be torn down. An alternative, which I would recommend, 
would be to make the connection on the outside of the 
wall, and, in this event, the enclosed list, which was 
made at my request, by the resident engineer and 
electrician at the school, would be required.

The writer called at the St. Anthony Indian School in October last year, and 
had quite a nice visit with Father Pascal. A representative of our firm 
usually calls at this school every year. We do this usually to inspect the 
lighting unit, particularly the battery, because most of the installations 
are Globelite batteries and, as part of our service, we endeavour to contact 
every school and agency. 


The installation in the St. Anthony School is a 180 A.H. battery which will 
have to be replaced probably in the next six months. In conversation with 
Father Pascal and the Engineer, they acknowledged that the battery was far too 
small for the load it has to carry. A larger capacity battery would be far 
more serviceable, efficient and more economical to operate, and they are

Section 14 An inspection certificete may set forth repairs or alterations to be made 
in, upon or in connection with any boiler, pressure vessel or plant, and the owner shall 
cause such repairs to be executed forthwith, 


Section 17 Every inspection certificate shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the 
plant or near the boiler or pressure vessel to which it relates and shall be produced by 
the owner or other person responsible for or in immediate charge of such boiler, pressure 
vessel. or plant upon demand of on inspector, 

Section 20 (1) No owner Shall cause or permit any high pressure boiler or steam plant to 
%e operated unless : 

(a) a chief engineer who holds a certificate entitling him to Operate such boiler 
or steuwn plant as chief engineer, and who is not responsible for the Operation of any 
other boiler or steam plant, is responsible for end personally supervises the operation 
thereof; and 

(b) either such chief engineer or a shift engineer who holds a certif‘e ate 
entitling him to Operate such boiler or steam Plant as shift engineer is in immediate 
charge thereof and the chief engineer, shift engineer or some other person acting under 
the direct Supervision of the chief engineer or shift engineer is in personal attendance 
on the boiler at all times, whether or not any such boiler igs equipped with automatic 
control, 


(2) Subject to Subsection (3), no owner Shall cause or permit any low pressure boiler or 
steam plant having a capacity of twenty hors ower or more to be operated unless a 
person who holds a certificate entitling him tc operate such boiler or steam plant is 
responsible for the operation thereof and in personal attendance thereon at all times, 


(3) A low pressure boiler having a capacity of not more than Seventy-five horse power 
which is equipped with an automatic low-water cut-out device approved by an inspector 
and designed to shut off the fuel fire in the event of low water, may be left winttended 
and in operation for a period not exceeding ten consecutive hours if; 

(a) the safety valve is set to relieve at not more than fifteen pounds to the 
square inch; 

(b) the safety valve and automatic low-water cut-out device are tested daily to 
ensure their efficient operation; 

(c) the automat ic low-water cut-out device is installed in such manner that it 
cannot be rendered inoperative the ipulati c ny Manual control or re gulating 
apparatus and the water col umn , ter gl and the float chamber of the cut-out device 
may be thoroughly blown out each day. 


Section 27 Every owner of a boiler, pressure vessel or plant shall provide and ke ep at 
all times in a readily accessible location an adequately equipped first aid kit for the 
treatment of minor injuries and shall produce such first aid kit upon demand of an 
inspector, 


Our inspectors report that in some instances owners are employing persons 
to operate boilers who do not hold certificates issued under the Act ana we sincerely 
hope that after recs ipt of this notice such violations will be corrected making further 
action unnecessary, 


Your full co-operation in respect to all the requirewents of the Act is 
solicited in the intere sts of public safety and will be greatly appreciated,

used in the school wee submitted to the firm meking water softeners to be 
analyzed and the firm found that there hed to be a special type of water 
softener used with this type of weter. A check on our correspondence on 
file here coes to show that this water softener wes ordered pricr to this 
office knowing anything ebout it. 


I find it necessery to report thet the principal of this school 
hee on numerous occasions in the past oriered equipment and then afterwards 
aubmitted same to thie office for payment. He knows full well thet thie is 
contrary to poliey and on one other oceesion I have been reprimanded for 
Gkaying mterials he had previously purcheved. I feel that some sort of 
action should be taken to stop thie im the future. 


I notice the difference in the price that Zier charged for the 
Waetersoftener DH90 and the Departmental Purchase Ormier price is $78.25. 
Seeing thet the softener was installed prior to July 15th would recomend 
payment on the basis of the Departmental Purchase Order price, namely $591.00 
and that Father St. Pierre be asked to pay the difference that and the Zier 
price of $469.25, ani that the Departmental Purchasing Agent elso ack him 
to pey the return freight on this softener which the Department ordered 
and which now lies in the C.N.R. station at Frenchman's Butte.

Having been informed by Mr. J.T. Warden, Field 
Assistant, Regina Office, that the water softener ordered by the 
Departmental Purchasing Agent arrived at Frenchman Butte, and that 
one had already been installed by Mr. William Zier, of Lloydminster, 
on an order placed with him by the Reverend Principal of the school, 
I discussed the matter with Indian Superintendent J.A. Davis, 
at the first opportunity thereafter, and requested him to make 
full enquiry and report to me. I am enclosing a copy of Mr. Vavis' 
report in this connection. 


I would recommend that the Department follow the 
recommendation of Mr. Davis that Mr. Zier be paid the amount 
{ndicated in the Departmental Purchasing Order, which “r. Vavis 
states is $391.00, and that the Reverend Principal of the school 
be required to pay Mr. Zier the difference between that price and 
the amount of $469.25 which apparently Mr. Zier has charged against 
the school.

We are in receipt of your letter of the 
28th ultimo with reference to the purchase of a water 
softener at the above school. 


As you are aware, the re ,uest for a water 
softener was contained on a requisition dated August 
12th, 1949, from Superintendent Davis, and forwarded 
to this office under cover of your letter of 
September lst. It is noted that two months previous 
to that time, the Reverend Principal had ordered oa 
water softener and had it installed. 


It is simply impossible to control our 
appropriation if Principals incur, without authority, 
expenditures for which they expect the Department to 
pay. 


We have given very careful consideration 
to the contents of both your letter and Superintendent 
Davis' letter, and you should inform the Principal 
thet the Department is not prepared to pay any amount 
towards the cost of the water softener, which he 
placed in the school without authority from this 
office. 
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Is a water softener required at any other 
school in Seskatchewen? Pumps and Softeners, Limited, 
heve supplied a machine thet is regularly ordered by 
the Department, and we dislike asking them to teke 
it back as it is not fair to the company to request 
them to 40 so.

Wish to state that we inspected this school on the evening 
that I left you at Onion iake and before submitting this report would 
like to draw your attention t the fact tit this office did not receive 
@ copy of the fire inspector's report anf the only way thet I knew that 
the fire inspector md mde an inspection was that I happened to seé the 
fixe inspector's report et the school. Mey I suggest that a request be 
made tint the fire inspector in the future supply the Agency offices with 
a copy of their report in order that we my take whatever section is 
recomend ed. 


The Inspector's report brings out the following: 


Install « cement block on exheust pipe on diesel engine in basenent. 
Thies werk has now been cerried out and completed. 


Protect the wall bebind the laundry stoves in basement with heavy asbestes. 
This bas been completed. 


Qne laundry stove was found with the fire box burned out and this 
should be replaced. 
dy inspection showed that now ll three stoves are burned out 
and I recommended to the Father Principal thet these be replaced at once. 


Instell epproved fire doors on boiler room. These to be self closing 
or held open by fuseable links. 

The Yather Principal hee had part of this work done and is now 
awaiting further supplies from Sterling Mills, North “attlefora, to 
complete same. 


All three metal fire escapes to be extended to ground level. 
The carpenter now has this work about half done. 
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Fire escape doors on all fleors to be changed to open outwards, and the 
same to be equipped with panic bolts. 

The Father Principal has ordered this from Sterling Mills, North 
Battleford, and has the men ready to install them as soon as the material 
arrives. 


Tliwainated Exit signs to be installed over ell doors leading to fire escapes. 
The Father Principal has ordered the wire and expects the same to 
arrive any day when he will have same installed. 


Fire alarm system is imdequate and snould DouRAEEBEO each dormitory 
with ean alarm bell and en alarm station. 

The principal ordered this equipment which arrived the other dey 
ané is having same installed. 


All 2b gal. Side Acid fire extinguishers are to be recharged annuslfy 
and hung on brackets three feet fromthe floor. Hach extinguisher should 
also mve a dated tag affixed and a record kept of each recharging. 

The Father Principal has had these refilled ani I informed him 
that deted tage must be afiixed ani records Kept. 


00g 1/2 extinguishers should be installed in the kitchen. 
The Father Principal is heving these attended te at once. 


Recommend discontinuance of using slide pole fire escape. Tae pole on 
the east side of the buildiog is act anchored at tue base and should be 
removed. 

These slide poles have been taken down. 


Recommend all doors leading to the dormitories from the stair wells be 
mde self closing so that in case of fire they would always ce ine 
closed position. 

The Father Principal bas purchased them and was telling we he is 
baving them installed as quickly as possible. 


Hed this office received the inspector's report we would have been 
im a positéenm te have checked over the requirments and requisitioned for same. 
We are now, agein, faced with the same problem which seems to continue in 
that sohool in that the Father Principal goes ahead and does the purchasing

Reverend Sir: 


I have received « report from Indian Superintendent 
J.A. Davis regarding action which you have taken as the result 
of criticism from the Provincial Fire Inspector on the fire 
hazards at your school. The total of these secounts will result 
in quite a lerge expenditure which, I presume, you will expect 
the Department to pay. 


It is evident that you have been following the habit 
of making considerable expenditures in connection with the 
buildings and equipment «t your school, without reference to 
the Department in the first instance, and hopin: the Department 
will re-imburse your school funds later. This is not the proper 
procedure and will, no doubt, result in your school funds having 
to pay for matters which, if properly submittec, would be paid 
by the Department. 


In the future you must discuss with Indiar iperintendent 
Davis any matter which, in your opinion, needs attention and in 
which some expenditure is involved. ile will then submit the matter 
to the Department for consideration, and decision as to thorigat- 
ion and payment. 


I am bringing this to your att r t only because 
of the difficulty which we #ill face in aski the Department to 
pay for the improvements required by the Provincial Fire inspector 
but alse because of the difficulty we are now placed in through 
you ordering the water softener and installing it, then waking 
a request for it. The result of that action was that e Departmental 
Purchasing Agent ordered 2 second water softener, ©! arrived 
at Frenkhman Butte after you had one installed at the school. I 
do not know what the ultimate result will be in this comection, 
but, at least, it eauses considerable trouble and extra expense.

his revort be left with the Principel of the School, one copy 
sent to you, and one copy sent to me. However, you have 
apperentily not been visiting and inspecting the school as closely 
es you should heve or you woule have known about the work that 
has been performed in connection with the Fire Inspector's report, 
and coulée have stopped Father 5t. Pierre from going into these 
large expenditures withovt proper suthority from the Department. 
You will now be faced with the difficulty of trying to get the 
aecounts paid, as I am quite sure that Father St. Pierre will 
not expect to pay all of the cost out of his school funds. 


With regard to item (3) of the Fire Inspector's 
report, regarding the laundry stove, I note you r commend ed 
to the Principal that «11 three stoves be replaced at once. I 
expect he will proceed to do this, assuming that he has authority 
from you for the expenditure. As you are aware, ° requisition 
4m this connection should be prepsred in order that the order 
will be placed ty the Departmental Purchasing Agent. Father 
St. Pierre now has an excellent alibi for improperly making the 
nurchase in that he will ssy you told ‘im to do so. If he has 
not already ordered the stoves you should quickly struct him 
to not order them, ana you should prepare a requisition and 
submit it to the Department at once for the purchs f 
giving the reasons in your covering letter.

Mr. Davis has not enclosed requisitions covering the 
requirements, but he has enclosed a copy of Keverend Father 
St. Pierre's letter and a copy of a list of the requirements which 
accompanied that letter, including paint; varnish; repairs to the 
roof of the main building; new batteries for the lignting plant; 
a workshop for the boys; and other needed machinery and equipment. 


It will be noted that Mr. Vavis endeavours to blame 
HKeverend Father St. Pierre for the delay in submitting requisitions 
for the 1950-51 Appropriation. Perhaps the Keverend Principal 
has been somewhat lax in the fact that he sent the list in to 
Mr. Davis on November 19th, 1949. However, 1 feel that tir. Vavis 
is more to blame than Heverend rather St. Pierre, and he is always 
anxious to find 4 "scape-goat" when neglectful of nis duties. If 
he had been visiting the school regularly and examining the school 
equipment, 4s well as discussing the needs of the school with the 
Reverend Principal,as he should have, it would not come as 4 
surprise to him, on the 19th of November, that these things were 
needed, particularly such items as paint, varnish, repairs to the 
roof, and new light batteries.

You will note by the date on the covering letter with 
Father St. Pierre's list that it was not made out until November 19/49, 
and wes received by this office on Nov.21, 194. The Father Principal 
has not quoted prices on any of the objects requested, nor bes he given 
us full details of companies mamfacturing such items as “one mchine 
for mending stockings", “one electric mixer", (he does not say whether 
this is « bread mixer or e general mixer with attachments such as « 
"yix-master") “ene potato pecler™, nor does he list whet toole ere 
required for the woodwork. 

When the Principal of the Neva) Iniien R.G. Residential 
School, Father Gagnon, submits his estimtes they sre worked out to 
the last leteil. A dmwing is given for eny proposed buildings, showing 
approximte distances, areas, and installations reqired. He submits 
full quotation of prices of all equigment, where it can be bought, 
end how much it will come to laid down at Beauwel. He also gives full 
reasons for his requests so that wo can sco they are ‘efinitely needed 
end the school will suffer for lack of same. 


As you very well know from experience the tracking down 
of compemies and prices delivered for the items listed in such « mamer 
as Father St. Pierre ms Gone will take months. First we will have toe 
try to obtain from Patier Ot. Pierre a more accurate description ef 
these items, the company manufacturing sauzc, oui then the correspondence 
with them te obtain quotations laid down at the nearest freight depot. 
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It is unfortunate that we 41d not notice that batteries for 
the lighting plent would be needed and include these in the Estimates 
for 1950-61. As it is we have not made allowances for any repairs to 
the Onion Leke R.C. Indian Residential school. Father St. Pierre mé 
submitted no requests oF estimates ani we 41d not realize that any wuld 
be needed. 


A quick guess at the cost of the items listed for Onion Lake 
R.C. Residential Sehool eppears to be quite s sum. If the roof is in 
the condition he states it is we cannot see why this matter was not 
brought to our attention months ago. 


We would like to know just how much help the Iniian Affaire 
Branch gives to these Residential Schools. Se fer we pay for the 
nightwatchman at Onion Leke, tuition for erch pupil attending, repairs 
ani installations, furniture am eyulpment nesded and new additions 
and repairs to the buildings. What part, besides prividing the regular 
teaching and supervising staff does the R.C. Church provide? Know ing 
that it is called the Roman Catholic Indian Residential school we 
believed they paid the upkeep ‘and we just paid for the tuition of the 
pupils the same as white children's tuition is paid at boarding echools 
by their parents. We believed any extva help we gave mas in the way 
of encouregement ani special grents to thank them for the work they are 
doing for our Indiens. If our Branch is responsible for the entire 
upkeep of these schools just as we are for our day schools then a more 
atrict watch must be kept to ascertain needed repairs to both bui ldings 
and equipment ao that Saxe may be made before the expentiture amounts 
to suoh large sums.

As you ere awere, the Estimates for the coming 
fiscal year were prepared several weeks ego, and although 
we did not have any definite information regarding the 
requirements at the Onion Lake School, we included an 
amount of $700.00 for new equipment and $1,000.00 for 
repairs. If the emounts are granted, it will not be 
absolutely essential to spend the money in the manner 
jast stated. I mean thet we could expend the whole 
amount for repairs, or very the amounte for repairs 
and equipment in @ manner which would best meet the 
requirements at the achool. 


In reviewing the list which you submitted, 
it will not be possible to provide funds to erect a 
manuel traiuing shop during the coming fiscal yeer. 
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We do not appear to have received any 
recent correspondence regarding the condition of 
the roof at this school. Would it be possible for 
you to let us heve an estimate of the cost of the 
work which the Principal considers necessary, or 
do you wish us to arrange to have Mr. Perrie visit 
this school and inspect the roof end report to us. 


About April lst Superintendent Davis 
should submit requisitions for the paint, refrigerator, 
potato peeler, mettresses and batteries.

Pierre, the Principal of the School, had proceeded to order 
the materials necessary for the work, and I am enclosing Meadow 
Lake Agency Voucher No. 160 for $449.45, in favour of Sterling 
Hardware & Millworks Limited, North Battleford, covering the 
invoices and in accordance with orders issued by Reverend Father 
St. Pierre. 


I would recommend payment of this voucher because of the 
urgency of having the work done, as the Union Lake K.U. Residential 
School building is not, by any means, safe, and the least we can 
do is to comply with the Fire Commissioner's orders. 


The whole thing was done improperly, as indicated in my 
letter above referred to, but the damage had been done before I 
was aware of it, as, at that time, the Fire Commissioner was not 
careful to supply me with a copy of each order issued.

Father St. Pierre has informed us that fire broke 
out in the barn at the Onion Lake R.G. Indian Aesidemtial School 
and before being brought under control caused damage estimated at

on the milking machine back~firing and the carburetor immediately 
took fire. This fire spread to the strayabove. In about 15 to 20 
minutes the pupils and the men of the school had connected about 
four to five hundred feet of hose to the water system and pumped water 
into the fire which soon brought it under control. 


The Father Principal approves very much of their water 
system whieh he states saved then from a logs of about 95,000.00. 
He has esked that cur Department ate Spitoi® repairing the roof, the 
north half or side of the building a ° destroyed: We have 
written to him asking that he submit a list of the supplies required 
end their approximte cost so that we may submit same to Ottawa and 
ask for their authorization to repair same. We definitely told hin 
that we cannot euthorize the repair until these lists have been sent 
to Ottawa and they authorize the repair through thiz office.

I examined the roof of the school building, and 
found the same to be in need of extensive a: In my opinion 
the roof of the main building will have to be entirely recovered, 
although I feel the wings can bs ; sfactorily repaired. +4 would 
suggest asking contractors for ide this job as soon as 
possible. 


The fire escapes and doors have been repaired or 
constructed to comply with recommendations outlined by Mr. Tiffin 
in his report dated June ist, 1950, although the self-closing doors 
have not yet been installed on the doors leading to the dormitories 
from the stairways. This will be done as soon as possible. 


I examined the lighting plant and batteries et the 
school, and find that they have not been properly cared for. 1 
may be due to lack of knowledge on the part of the mechanic. 
have, however, instructed him on the pr r procedure, care, 
operation of this plant and batteries. as informed by the 
fs they had some trouble with 
the Saisvenkedievee ‘Diesel Unit, and for a temporary measure they 
used an old generator that the school had in its possession, and 
used the McCormack-Deering tractor to supply the power to drive 
this generator. The proper control panel for this generator 
not available or used, and resulted in too fast an over-ch 
of the batteries.

When an official of our Department visited your 
school on the 26th ultimo he mentioned carelessness in the maintenance 
of the barn, namely that the doors are sinking and sprung, and that 
no attempt had been made to repair them; that the stanchion in the 
cow barn is broken, and was left lyine in the stall along with other 
broken material; that the lean-to on ‘he east side of the blacksmith’ s 
shop is badly in ned of minor repairs end the roof is inking; 
that very little effort would be required to repair the roof by 
jacking it up and re-bracing it; thet the school yard is gener dy 
in an untidy eondition, with bricks und bits of broken plank lying 
here and there; that 2 roller jack which had apparently been wed to 
jack up the tractor was left lying in the yard and not put away 
after the job of repairing the tractor had been compl+ ted; end that 
on his visit to your school on July 18th he mentioned to you the 
matter of shavings and rubble lying about the combination work shop 
and engine room, and pointed out to you the fire hagard thus created, 
but on the occasion of his next visit, more shavings and rubble wer: 
evident, and no attempt hed been made to clean it away. 


I would ask that you consider it your duty to see thet 
the school premises are kept tidy; thnt all minor building repairs are 
given attention promptly before major repairs become necessary; and 
that any rubbish lying around which inereases the fir agard must 
be promptly clesred away and kept cleared away. 


Please acknowledge receipt of this letter, and advise 
me when these matters have beer given sttention.

up the tractor was left lying in the yard where they had finished 
it, and the tractor, or whatever machine was being repaired, had 
been moved away. 


On a visit to this school on July 18th I drew Father 

St. Pierre's attention to the shavings and rubble lying about the 
combination vork shop and engine room, ®nd pointed out to him the 
fire hazard this created, but on my visit on the 24th I found 
there were more shavings and rubble, and no attempt had been made 
to clean it. It is evident that Father St. Pierre is not too fire 
conscious, as I also found a two-gallon gan partly filled ith 
gasoline, and one of the caps on the can was missing. This cen is 
kept in the engine room in the barn Close to the engine used to 
operate the milking machine. This is the same engine thet is 
Supposed to have started the fire in the barn earlier this yeer. I 
pointed out these things to Mr. J.A. Davis, “Superintendent, Meadow 
Lake Agency, and he informed me that he had, on several previous 
occasions, mentioned some of these things to Father St. Pierre, 
but had received no reply regarding any of them 

As I would recommend that another fire preof building 
of sheet steel or some other fire proof material be built 10 or 12 
ft. away from the barn, and the engine thet is no in the barn be 
put in this building.

We wish to express our most sincere thanks 
to the Officials of the Department of Indien Affairs for 
the Globelite Batteries which were just received for our 
electric plant. These will be installed as soon as we fing 
time to do so. I wish to assure that special attention will 
be given to take proper care of them and that we will carry 
out the recommendations made by the Supervisor of Vonstruction. 
about Although there are a few points for us to be 
more careful I wish to mention that you have,in some way, been 
misinformed concerning the use of a MceCormack-Deering tractor 
to supply power to drive the generator for charging batteries, 
as this has not been done since we have the Fairbanks-Morse 
Diesel Unit. It is true that we did have some trouble with 
the generator, but we have been without electricity for two 
months, using ges and ofl lamps for lighting purposes. The 
only use that was made of the tractor was to operate the 
laundry machine and drier by placing a belt directly on the 
pulley at the end of this machine, so, the tractor had no- 
thing to do with the electric plant. 
I have been informed also that the mechanic 
did increase the voltage by advancing the Rehostat but this 
was done after the motor atarter had been replaced on the

With further reference to my letter of July 8th. 
last, and your reply to the same on July 18th. (No.115-8-10), 
and your further letter of September 20th. (No.115-8-10) 
setting forth your understanding of the circumstances under 
Which the two Anglican Indian children, Thomas and Emma Moyah, 
Were admitted to the Roman Catholic Onion Lake School, I beg 
to state that I have been instructed by our Commission to 
correct some of the information you have received, and on 
which the decision set forth in your letter of September 20th. 
appears to have been based. 


1. In your letter of September 20th. you state 


* 
that "It is found, however, that no children in this 
family have been baptized since the year 1928 ..." MThis is 
incorrest, as the Rev. Principal Ellis of our Onion Lake 
School baptized the youngest child in this family, a baby 
girl seven months old, on October 6th. of this year, when 
it received the name of Caroline Edna. The other children 
previously baptized into the @hurch of England were as follows;:- 


Mary baptized January 4th. 1914 
Alice Harriet . December 5th. 1915 
Thomas . December 7th. 1917 
Emma March 16th. 1922 
Gladys Reima : June 9th. 1925 
Isadore a June 3rd. 1928 


2- You also state in your letter of September 20th. 
that "the Department has received definite information to the 
effect that the father is a regular attendant at the Roman 
Catholic Church, and that the family are now recognized as 
Roman Catholics." As Pierre Moyah the father of the above 
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children was baptized into the Church of England on 
December 2$rd. 1923, and as his youngest child "Caroline dna" 
was likewise baptized on October 6th. 1955, and his daughter 
Mary married.h the/Church of England on October 7th. 1933, 
our Gommission d#e*not convinced that this family is "now 
recognized as Roman Catholics." 8s Pierre Moyah appears, 
from information weceived by our Commission, to have recently 
admitted to the,focal Indian Agent, Dr. J. 7. Hill, that 
the Church of England record with regard to his baptism 
into our Church on December 23rd. 1923 was correct, and that 
the records with regard to the baptism of his children into 
our Chureh on the dates given were also correct, the members 
can see no justification whatever for the admission of 
Thomas and Emmaé Moyah into the Roman Catholic School, and 
they trust that you% Department, with this fuller kmowledge 
of the circumstances before it, may view the matter in 
the same light, and have them transferred to our Society's 
School where they rightly belong. In expressing this opinion 
our Commission take the view that your Department's ruling 
that children of Protestant parents must be admitted to 
Protestant Schools, and children of Roman Catholic parents 
must be admitted to Roman Catholic Schools, should be care- 
fully observed, if serious confusion is to be avoided, and 
\angthing like stability in the system of administration is 
to be secured and Maintained.

Our correspondent states 
in part, as follows:- 


“The Cooke family are Catholics but have been 
for a number of years not faithful Catholics. For over 
two years they come regularly to perform their religious 
duties as Catholics. They have one boy admitted at the 
Anglican Schoel and for this bey I am not concerned 
because he is legally admitted there. They have two 
other children who have been baptized in infancy and 
not yet been in school. To prove that his parents are 
sincere, I am enclosing a copy of an affidavit given 
some time ago, which affidavit was asked for to prove 
that they are really Catholics and wish to remain and 
consider always as Catholics." 


I enclose a copy of the affidavit which has been for- 
warded to the rtment and I would appreciate your inter- 
Viewing Cooke privately and escertaining from him what religion 
he is recegnised as professing at the present time and under 
what religious auspices he wishes his children educated.

Lawrence Half during his trial at Bonnyville, admitted to me 
that he was really the father of the said boy and more he asked me to take a very good 
care of the boy and after his troubles being over he would see to have the boy recopepiised 
as a treaty member by the Indian Dept. Furthurmore taf@ has been baptised under the name 
of Henry Half. 

The boy's father died two or three years ago at St.Paul's Hospital, and befo- 
re dying called forbut unfortunately being late an the Fall and the roads being bad I 
could not answered the call, when I was ready to go he was dead. Perhaps it was to speak to 
me about his son. 

The boy's mother died this last Spring, leaving this boy without anyperson 
reliable to take care of the boy except the aged grandmother. As she is very poor and also 
unable to support herself she brought the boy to my school and in such a case I could not 
refused to turn down her request to take the boy especially knowing that the boy was a» 
illegitimate Indian boy. I still have the boy at the school and I apply to you to have his 
application accepted by the Dept. and if it is p.ssible to have him registered as a Treaty 
Indian, 

"He has here also another brother »also an illegitimate child and his application 
f {nas been accepted. 
eo If I turn dom this boy to his grandmother, who is 
i i “unable to take care of herself, no body pratically will look after this boy and sure he will 
k have to go from one plave to another without”*fixed abode, 

This boy pratically passed all his life on the Frog—“eake Indian 
Reserve and his mother died there last Spring. 

Hoping Dear Sir. that you will do your very

He 
had a dispute with the Prineipal of the Anglican school 
over the delivery of a quantity of wood. In consequence , 
he left the Anglican Church and has now become a member 
of the Homan Catholie Church. tis two Oldest children 
are at present in the Anglican chool, having been placed 
there at his own request, during the time he was a member 
of the Anglicen Chuareh. 


It is now sogoetes, as Sam Cook has joined 
h 


the Catholic Chureh, that ® two children be removed from 
the Anglican School and placed in the Onion Lake Catholic 
Seheool . 


The Department, in the past, has had siniler 
requests, following « change of religion on the part of a 
parent. In such cases, it is the practice not to consent 
te the removal of the child to another school, on any 
grounds. At present, while San Cook is a Roman Cetholic, 


~ there is no 
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there is no guarantee that he may not agein retarn to 
the Anglican Church, when he would request that hie 
children be taken out of the Catholic School ani placed 
in aon Anglican Sehool. Frequent changes of religion 
on the part of an Indian have occurred in the past. 


You will see the difficulty occasioned 
if trencfers of pupile from one school to another were 
made. When persistent demand is made on the part of the 
parent er the church authorities, to have a child re- 
meved from a echool, the Department, in euch case, grants 
the diecharge and returns the child to the parent but 
refuses to allow the child's entrance to a school of 
nother religious denomination. 


These religious cases are sost difficult 

to decide and have given the Department much concern 

and trouble. when applicetion is made for the einission 
of a child to a echool ami claim is made by two different 
denominations, the Department refuses to grant admission 
end the child remains at home. It has been found, in 
many cases, that when this action is taken, the religious 
difficulties adjust themselves.

At that tine the father was 
a member of the Anglican Church and signed the app Lic etions 
requesting their admission to the Anglican Indian ftesidential 
sehool. 


Seme 18 months ago, the father became a member of 
the Roman Cetholic Chureh and requested that twe younger 
children be adeitted to the Roman Catholic School. The Depert- 
nent ascertained that Sam Cook is now. recognized as a Catholic, 
and, consequently, apprevel was given for the ad iscion of 
these two younger children to the Noman Catholic School. 


wight I point out that the eldest child has been in 
the (nglican echool for a period of over five years mi the 
second eldest, for approximately two years. It ie the practice 
of the Department, when a child hase been admitted to a residen- 
tial school at the request of a parent, not to tranefer euch 
child for religious reasons to a echool of another re ligioue 
denomination.

As the decision of your Department, if it has been made 
in the way I have been informed, will be a very definite departure 
from your official ruling that children of Protestant parents 
are to be admitted to a school under Protestant auepices, I shall 
be obliged if you will furnish me with any specific reason for 
this departure.

On Dec, 13th last, I furnished you with informa- 
tion that I had received from the Rev. Principal Ellis of 
our Onion Lake School, that your Department had authorized 
the admission of Simon and Sarah Cook, children of Anglicen 
Indian parents, to the Roman Catholie School on the Onion 
Lake Reserve, 


In your reply on the 3rd instant, number 115-8-10, 
you stated that, “Ee ste reports having been received 
with reference to the religion of the Father (Sam Cook), it 
had been decided not to admit his two children to any Indian 
Residential School during the next few months, 


In a further letter received from the Rev, Henry 
Ellis, Principal of our Society's School, and dated Jan, 
24th, he informs me that your ruling in this particular case 
is not being respected; that he had been informed, and that he 
had investigated the matter, and found it to be true that 
both Simon and Sarah Cook have already been admitted to, 
and were, at the time he wrote his letter, in residence at 
the Onion Lake Roman Catholic School, 


As two other children of the man, Sam Cook, are in 
residence in our Society's School, namely, Katherine, admitted 
in May, 1950, and Edwin, admitted Jan, 1934, it will be appre- 
ciated if you will inform me of the source of the conflict~ 
ing reports you have received with reference to the religion 
of this man at the present time. It will also be appreciated 
if your Department will take such steps as you may deem 
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advisable to see that your ruling, as set forth in your 
letter of the Srd instant, is carried out. As you state 
that your representative, the local Indian Agent, Mr. Hill, 
was informed of the ruling, I am quite at a loss to under- 
stand how it could be disregarded, As it seems to me that 
such ection, if allowed to pass without question, may have 
serious consequences, I beg to recommend that yourrequest 
your representative to furnish a full explanation in 
connexion with the same. So far as I can learn from the 
information I have reesived to date the Roman Cathobic 
Church has no claim whatever on the Indien Sam Cook and 
his children, so I feel that it would be only fair to 

our Church to have the two children in question, namely 
Simon and Sarah Cook, transferred immediately to our 
Society's School.

I have been informed by the Principal of our 
Onion Lake School, that these children, despite the 
decision set forth in your letter of January Srd, men~- 
tioned above, are still in residence in the Roman Catho~- 
lic School on the Onion Lake Reserve, If the informa- 
tion I have received is founded on fact, and I haven't the 
slightest reason to doubt it, it would appear thet your 
decision is being ignored, 


From the information set forth in my letters 
mentioned above, I am unable to see that the Roman Catho- 
lic Church has any claim whatever on the children in 
question, and it will be appreciated if you will advise 
me of any information you may have received which alters 
the situation as set forth in those communications. 


With regard to the declaration of Sam Cook, the 
father of the children in question, made on December 7th, 
1955, and forwarded to you with my letter of December 13th 
last, the Principal of our Onion Lake School, has written 
to me as follows:- 


"Jhen Sam and his wife called at the School last 
December on a Saturday morning, he stated to me voluntarily, 
that he wanted his boy to come to our School and the girl 
next year; also, that he did not want his children to be 
separated, seeing that two of his children were now in resi- 
dence here. I called in Ida Vandall, 4 grade nine pupil, who

The Department is in receipt of a letter from 
the Field Secretary of the M. S. C. Ce,» in which he enclosed 
copy of a letter, dated September 25th, 1936, from Rev. Henry 
Bllis, Principal of the Onion Lake C.i. Indian Residential 
School, with regard to the two Cook children. The letter 
from Mr. Ellis reads, in part, as follows:- 


"The parents brought these two children 
here yesterday morning and asked me (before a 
witness) to have them admitted into our school, 
stating that they wanted them to be with Edwin 
and Katherine, their brother and sister, who 
are in residence here. 


"I refused to admit them, chiefly because 
of the letter above, stating that Sam had informed 
the Department through the Indian Agent that he was 
a Roman Catholic. He said that he was not, and 
could never be. 1, therefore, advised him to tell 
the Department so, through the Indian Agent, but he 
stated he was afraid that the Indian Agent would not 
do it." 


It is presumed that the letter refers to Simon and 
Sarah Cook, whose admission to the Onion Lake R. Cc. Indian 
Residential School was approved by official letter of June 
3rd, last. In reviewing the quarterly return of the Onion 
Lake R. C. School, it is noted that the Principal requested 
and received grant for each of these children for the full 
September quarter. It is, therefore, understood that they 
were present in that school during that quartér. Under 
these circumstances, the Department cannot understand the 
statement made in Reverend Mr. Ellis' letter that the parents 
brought the two children to the Onion Lake C.E. School on 
September 24th. 


Please let me have an immediate report regarding 
these children, stating whether or not they are, at present, 
in the Onion Lake R.C. Residential School.

In 1935, Sam Cook of the Onion Lake Band requested 
the admission of his children, Sarah and Simon, to the Onion 
Lake R. C. Indian Residential School. Inquiry showed that 
older children of this man had been educated in the Onion Lake 
C. E. Residential School. At the time he applied for the 
admission of the two children to the Onion Lake R. C. School, 
Cook claimed to be a member of the Roman Catholic Church. 
There was considerable correspondence with Mr. Agent Hill and 
it was not until June, 1936, that the Department decided to 
accede to Cook's wishes and approve the admission of his two 
children to the Onion Lake R. C. School. 


Last Fall, during the absence of the Principal of the 
Onion Lake R. C. School, the mother went to the school and was 
allowed to take the two children out for the day. She took them 
to the Onion Lake C. BE. School and told the Principal of that 
school that she wanted them educated there. He communicated with 
Rev. T.BeR. Westgate, D.D., Field Secretary of the Mm. S.C. C 
who has written to the Department urging that the children be 
taken out of the Onion Lake R. C. School and placed in the Onion 
Lake C.%. School. This is another case of disagreement regarding 
the religious auspices under which these children should be educated. 
A similar case is being brought to your attention in another letter 
and a brief outline has been given regarding the information that 
has to be obtained and the facts that have to be kept in mind before 
a definite decision can be given. 


On the occasion of your next visit to the Onion Lake 
Ageney, the Department wishes you to interview all parties concerned 
and report fully whatever information you obtain, in order to 
assist us in making a final decision regarding the school in which 
the Cook children should be educated.

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now appears to have been forwarded to your Department I am 
writing for the specific purpose of requesting that the 
protest of the Principal of our School be sympathetically 
considered, and thet this boy be transferred to our School 
where he rightly belongs. In support of this request I 
desire to lay before you the following copy of a letter 
which the Principal of our Society's School addressed to 
the local Indian Agent on Feb. 29th, 1936:~- 


“Dr. J.T. Hill, 29th February, 1956 
Indian Agent 
Onion Lake, Sask. 


Dear Sir:- 


I have to protest against Joseph Lloyd 
Dillon, a child of the Anglican faith, age four 
years, the son of Douglas and Margaret Dillion, 
being admitted into the Roman Gatholie School at 
Onion Lake. You will recall that the feather was 
anxious to have this boy in our sohool about three 
months ago, to be with his two brothers. Because 
of this, I advised Douglas to take this matter up 
with you.e You will also remember, that I also 
spoke to you and suggested that the boy could be 
taken into our school as a supernumerary pupil, 
but this suggestion did not meet with your appro- 
val on account of the tender age of the boy. As 
it is now the intention of the Roman Catholic 
authorities here to keep this boy in their school 
for three years, before making an official applica~ 
tion, I have to protest against the boy being in 
residence at that institution, Should it be found 
that the boy is being neglected, then I beg to 
suggest that he be pleced in the school where he 
rightly belongs with his two brotherS. .ecceree

I am in receipt of your letter of the 10th 
instant enclosing applications and certificates of 
health for the admission of certain children to the 
Onion Lake R.C. residential school. 


In view of the information contained in your 
letter the admission of Archie Belly is approved. 


The eligibility of Lloyd Wilfrid Dillon on 
religious grounds is doubtful and the Department is 
not prepared to approve his admission to any Indian 
residential school at the present time. You might 
communicate with this office regarding this boy in 
about 6 months time and at that time you should state 
in what school the father wishes him to be placed. 


4S you are aware from the contents of the 
circular letter forwarded to you some months ago the 
Department is averse to admitting halfbreed children 
to Indian residential schools. In the case of Joseph 
Peepeekoot it is noted that he was taken at birth by 
Chief Peepeekoot and it would, therefore, appear that 
the latter has adopted the boy. Under these ciroum- 
stances it has been decided to approve the boy's ad- 
mission to the Onion Lake R.C. school. However, it 
is felt that consideration should be given to having 
him admitted as a member of the Band. Such recom- 
mendation, of course, must be the subject of a separate 
communicetion.

On October 15th, 1938, I wrote to the Secretary 
of your Branch of Government regarding the Anglican 
Indian boy Joseph Lloyd Dillon, who had been admitted 
to the Roman Catholic School on the Onion Lake Reserve, 
and requested that he be transferred to our Society's 
School on the same Reserves 


In your reply on Oct. 20th, 1938, Nos 115-810, 
you stated that you had advised the Indian Agent that 
you were not prepared to approve the admission of this 
boy to any Indian Residential School at that time, as 
he was only four years of ages 


I have just received a letter from the Principal 
of our Onion Lake School, written on the llth instant, 
in which he states that this Indian boy is still in the 
Roman Gatholic School, and that eny instructions you may 
have issued to the local Indian Agent regarding his return 
to his home have not been carried outs 


as there does not appear to be any doubt whatever 
about the parents of this child being Anglican, and seeing 
that his two brothers are in our Society's School, (Miles 
being admitted in January, 1935, and John in December, 
1934) I trust that, in fairness to our Society, the boy 
Joseph Lloyd Dillon may now be placed there also. 
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In previous communications I have endeavoured to point 
out the disadvantage at which our Society is placed in its Indian 
educational work, especially in the northern part of the province 
of Saskatchewan, through the lack of*adequate number of resi~ 
dential school buildings, ‘That disadvantage is still very keenly 
felt by our Commission and the members cannot but view with very 
serious concern any flagrant violation of the Indian Act as in 
the case of the Indian boy mentioned above and the apparent failure 
of your local representative to carry out your instructions 
concerning him, 

I would respectfully ask, therefore, that prompt and 
decisive steps be taken to have this boy removed from the 
Roman Satholic School and transferred to our Society's School, 
where he rightly belongs.

No application for retaining these children 
in your school appears to have been received and in 
this connection I wish to direct your attention to 
circular letter of July 21, 1939, a copy of which 
is enclosed. 


As pointed out in the circular letter the 
Department realizes that frequently there are reasons 
for keeping certain children after they reach the age 
of 16 but at the same time the consent of the Superin- 
tendent General (Minister) must be obteined. 


I may add that in the past the Department has 
been favourably disposed to allowing certain pupils, 
especially girls, to remain in residential schools 
after they reach the age of 16 if good reasons for 
such action are given by the Principal and approved 
by the Indian Agent. However, in view of the fact 
that the number of children of school age is apparently 
increasing and the further consideration that due to 
the conditions now confronting us there is no immediate 
prospect of our securing funds to provide increased 
pupilage at Indian residential schools, it is considered 
that in future it will be necessary to adhere more 
strictly to the provision of the Indian Act requiring 
discharge of pupils at 16 years of age.

We have found it necessary to send back your 
December Quarter Return. It is evident thet you have not 
carefully reviewed Circular Letter of December 29th, 1944, 
nor has any attention been given to the column on the right 
hand side of the Return. 


The name of Joseph Jimmy, No. 372 was shown on 
your September Quarter Return but no grant was requested for 
him during that Quarter. On the December Return you asked 
for a grant for 92 days but on Form I.A. 411, which accompanied 
the Return, you state that this boy entered the school on 
October 15th, 1945. If the latter date is correct, you are 
only entitled to a grant from October 15th to the end of 
December. On the Return you show thet Joseph Jimmy entered 
the school on 2lst May, 1945. You will note thet the information 
given regarding this boy is not consistent. 


What has been stated regarding the difference 
between the information given on the Return and the information 
given on the Form I.A. 411 in the case of Joseph Jimmy, applies 
also to pupils No. 373, 374 and 375. 


On Form 411 and on the Return you state that 
pupils 0375, and 0376 entered the school on October 15th. 
This entitles you to a grant from that date to the end of the 


Quarter which is 77 days instead of 92 days as requested. 


Pupil 0377 is shown both on the Return and Yorn 
TA. 411 as having entered the school on October 27th. If 
this information is correct you should only be entitled grant 
from that date to the end of December and not for 92 days. 


In the case of pupils 0384 and 0389 it appears 
both from the Return and Form I.A. 411 that these girls entered 
the school on the same date in December although you do not give 
the exact date, but in each case you requested 92 deys. Again 
may I point out thet if the date of admission is correct, you 
are only entitled to a grant from that date to the end of the 
Quarter.

As an answer to your letter asking for 
more information concerning the recommendation for the 
discharge of Sandy Standinghorn and David Jimmy I would 
say that the main reason for their leaving the school 
is their love forfreedom. ‘Seeing that their parents will 
not do anything about it, they feel they can stay away from 
school as long as they wish. 


Mr. Jimmy has told me himself that his son 
just did not want to come to school. 


For Sandy Standinghora in particular, we have 
many proofs showing that he is a menace to the school. 
His misbehavior is a cause of scandal ana baa exauple for 
others. 


The boys have reported thet Sandy has 
them in plain words "4+ have set the fire in the other 
school \ meaning Delmas) 6nd I will set it here too.” He 
has already made two attempts to set the fire here since. 
The fact thet he did not succeed does not mean that there 
nothing to it, I believe. 


He has left school three times already und wes 
picked up twice. The third time he left, he has stolen ar- 
ticles from a store in Paradise Hill and tried to sell them 
to people afterwards for less than their value. Complaints 
were brought to us by the store owner himself. A lady had 
tried to take care of him, but he escaped from there the 
first chance he had, leaving his rubbers behind, this proving 
that he was from here, and who he was.

Mr. Bell, 1 hope these informations will 
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judged sufficient to make his discharge possible.

While parents apyar 
to be indifferent about insisting children remain in school, they 
would be the first to make a howl if anything should happen to cause 
suffering. 


At first opportunity I will interviéw Sandy Standinghorn 
about remarks he apparently has made to others; "I have set the fire 
in the other school(meaning Delmas) and I will set it here too". I 
am doubtful as his name was never mentioned during the investigation 
of the Delmas fire.

Reference your 80-1 of the Sth, instant, this is to advise 
that the difficulties experienced are as follows: 


(1) At the opening of each school season (Sept.) a number of 
families move off the Reserves for harvesting and fal) work, thus they 
cannot all be contacted. 


(2) All parents with children attending Residential Schools, 
that can be contacted, are advised from two to three weeks in advance 
of the opening dates and this word is circulated in every way possible, 
but results are poor. 


(3) On the exact date that the children are to return to 
Residential Schools, a member of our staff is present at the various 
railway stations to obtain « record of those returning for Family 
Allowance purposes but we do not get the full co-operation of the parents 
in this respect, and in such cases it is necessary to have Family 
Allowances suspended until the date of return is known. 


(4) Many parents send their children back to the Residential 
Schools at various intervals after the opening date and in the majority 
of cases we are not notified by the parents or the Prineipals of the 
schools to which children have returned, nor the date of admission. 


(5) The only means of obtaining a true list of admissions and 
discharges for Family Allowance purposes has been to contact the 
Principals on the first of each week direct by telephone, or calling in 
person at the school for this record,
